flts. It Is easily "shrunk" by the sim-

bit of wire can do the deed in five 
minutes. Anchoring Ivluneys. 
Is there any treatment other than

fulANSWER.—Your do.ctor is on the 
right track, all right. 
So far as our

If the owner desires to try out one 
of the kerosene carburetors or other 
devices for using this heavier" fuel, he 
should get one that is sold on ap- 
proval or a money back guarantee, 
so that he may find out if tho ap-

Things To Watch 
Fuel waste in the form o£ p'ower 
loss Is not confined to 
the 
power 
plant. For instance, much power may 
'be wasted at the clutch, if this part 
is not functioning 
properly. If the 
clutch 
slips 
excessively, potential 
power is being wasted. 
The cone 
clutch with leather facing may need 
a treatment with fuller's 
earth 
or 
neatsfoot oil or perhaps the spring 
tension requires adjustment. In the 
dry disk there may be gum on the 
heavier and cheaper grades of plates or the spring's may need at- 


tention. In oil, disk clutch may have 
burned out one of its 
plates, 
the 
spring pressure may be wrong or the 
lubricant diluted with kerosene. 
Wherever there is a moving surface 
not thoroughly lubricated, there is 
wasted power. 
Lubrication must be 
copious, complete and correct if the 
full power producing value of the fuel 
consumed is to be obtained. 


Then there is the question of tires. 
It is an unquestioned fact that power 
is wasted when the tires are operated 
under-inflated so that an excessive 
area of the thread comes in contact 
with the ground. Incidentally, while 
this practice, all too common among 
American tourists, wastes fuel, it also 
injures tires, which is an expensive 
form of waste. It is better to run the 
tires at a few pounds over the pre- 
scribed inflation point 
than 
a. few 
pounds under it. 


Check Up ;Wheels

throughout 
France at the many euence depots. 
The driver need only present his lit- 
tle book to tha frenchman In charge, 
wiio pours out, very, carefully. Just 
so many litres of the valuable fuel. 
Wo can learn much 
from 
the 
French and the English 
systems 
mechanical transportation," Mr. Wil- 
son remarked. 
"A long train of the 
great 'camions,1 with its 
quota of 


forty to forty-five pollus is able to 
make an average speed with a full 
load of nine and a half miles an hour. 
This Is rapid transportation of sol- 
diers. In more than one instance the 
great motor Uory' ha* saved the day 
Cor both the French and the English. 
The roads of France are splendid, and 
are well kept up, but th*y are now 
3e£lnnlng to show wear under the ex-

The 
French railroads are doing splendidly 
to handle the enormous traffic de- 
manded by our army and the Young 
Men's Christian Association, and it Is 
not to be expected that they will be 
able to continue to do all this as the 
problems of the war Increase.

The life of a car used 
in carrying-supplies for the soldiers 
is not more than there months on the 
average. There are almost no repair 
stiopa, and there aren't even 
tools 
available in France." 

This sums up a few of the difficul- 
ties in the problem that the Young 
Men's Christian Association is facing 
In France at present, in setting- food 
and other supplies for the soldiers to 
its canteentf, according to W. O. Wil- 
son, Secretary in Charge of Trans- 
portation, attached to its headquar- 
ters staff in Paris.
